The fight is on the 
tariff plank. The Western and Southern mem­ 
bers advocate the adoption of the President’s 
message as the mildest form of tariff they will 
accept, while a few radicals, such ss ileury 
Wattersou, 
demand a rea fli rant ion of the 
lints of tariff reform laid down iu the Mills 
bill. This New Y'ork, New Jersey and Pennsyl­ 
vania w ill not agree to. To indorse the princi­ 
pies applied iu ttie Mills bill would insure Re­ 
publican success in those States, and to win in 
the fight in November the Democrats must 
carry New York. Some of the enthusiastic 
Westerners are manifesting a feeling of indiffer­ 
ence to the wishes of New York men that is 
making the latter feel rather warm. 
" We 
don’t want New York,” said an Iowa man, “and 
if they don't like free trade they can stay out. 
We will carry tho Northwest and the Pacific 
slope, and the high-tariff States can remain Re­ 
publican.” 
This sort of talk aggravates the 
moderate-tariff advocates, and it now looks as, 
though the fight would be transferred to the 
floor of the Convention, bhould this happen, 
there is no telling how long the struggle will 
last.

HOLD SCHEME. 


P latform C om m ittee Strugglin g to H ar- 
m ooize or D evou r Its O pponents. 
St. Louis, June 6th.—The Committee on Plat­ 
form met at 9 o’clock at the Southern Hotel and 
has been ever since discussing the tariff plarrk. 
The whole matter thus far has been crystallized 
into two simple propodtions. consisting of but 
few sentence• each, but differing materially in 
substance and probable results. 
The first resolution which it was proposed to 
make a tariff plank was offered bv Senator Gor­ 
man of Maryland. It declared "‘that this Con­ 
vention reaffirm tbe old Democratic and Jeffer­ 
sonian principle that nlltnxa’ion, including im­ 
ports and duties, shall be levied only for the 
purpose rif raising the revenue necessary for an 
economical administration o! the Government.” 
The resolution then specifically declared the- 
tariff plank of the platform of 1884, as the prin­ 
ciples of the present Convention. 
Henry Watterson, of Kentucky, offered an al- 
teraative proposition. This was also concise 
and simple, but forceful. It imlors -s the course 
of President Cleveland, and declares his tariff 
message to be precisely the policy required for 
the industrial, commercial and economic needs 
ol ihe country, and further declares that the 
party demands of i‘s representatives in Cou- 
gr, ss tlte prompt passaze of such laws as may­ 
be necessaiy to carry into effect the Ideas con­ 
tained in the message. 
Senator Gorman spoke for more than an hour 
iu support of his luc-tiOD. 
Mr. Watterson followed with a speech of 
about tlte same duration. 
7 h.- West and South were largely in favor oi 
Mr. Watters.>u'a proposition, while the Eastern, 
Middle and s me of the Westean stares were 
with Mr Gorman. An informal ballot n suited 
in 22 votes being given to Mr Gorman’s motion 
aud 21 for Mr. Watterson’s. 
it was then decided to have a call of states 
for an expression of opinion. 
A motion to keep the proceedings strictly 
secret was adopted unanimously, and a braw­ 
ny-shouldered Sergeant-at-Arms guarded the 
door. 
The probable result of the struggle w ill be in 
the opinion of one of the members of the com­ 
mittee, the iudorsemeut of the Preside::t's mes­ 
sage, pure aud simple, as Ihe tariff plank ou the 
platform oi the Convention, and then, without 
mrther explanation, leaving each local orator 
lo interpret its ambiguities in a way that will 
meet tbe wishes of his audience. It will not bo 
“the Confederacy in the saddle,” but "Hie De­ 
mocracy on the straddle." 
It now seems prob­ 
able that the committee will complete its work 
iu time to report to the Convention, and that 
thc labor of the latter body may be complot- d 
to day.

TRAIN ROBBERS GIVEN UP TO 
THE MEXICANS. 


THE TEANSCASPIAH EOAD. 


A few days ago we dwelt -at considerable 
length upon the groat work of the Russian 
Government in 'constructing a railway 
from the east shore of the Caspian Sea al­ 
most to th e east border of Turkestan, the 
ttrm inus being at Samarcand, once known 
as Morcanda, then a magnificent city', 
which was destroyed by’the hosts of A lex­ 
ander the Great. The news at hand, that 
the Czar of all the Rcssias should go to 
Samarcand to be annainted and crowned 
Emperor 
ol 
Centra': 
Asia, is signifi 
cant. 
It indicates Russian forecast of the 
vast importance of .Samarcand; that Rus­ 
sia believes it is about to regain its glory 
and influence, hut, unlike former causes of 
greatness, this time by virtue of commerce 
and industrial activity and the production 
•of the, surrounding country, of which 
neither Alexander nor Timur, nor any of 
th e followers of the Prophet had the faint­ 
est conception. 
Russia never built this 
thousand 
miles of railway, at a cost 
■exceeding that spent ujion any line of like 
length, and which involves an outlay of 
•over $1,000,000 a year for maintenance, 
merely in order to have a m ilitary road 
for easy transportation of troops and sup­ 
plies. 
She had a greater and higher aim 
—the conquest th at commerce makes. Shu 
expects to make the banks of the Oxus, 
the fertile spots of the deserts, the won­ 
drously rich lands and yielding bottoms of 
the whole Central Asia region teem with 
imputation and yield tribute to the road 
far in excess of its outlay; she expects to 
build up a commerce that will he able to 
overtax the capacity of the ro a d : in 
short, Russia expects to make money by 
her venture, w hile extending her empire 
and bringing her Cossacks within (¡00 
miles of England's possessions in northern 
India. 
As a result, we find England ac­ 
cepting the situation very gracefully, and 
entering no protest to Russian enterprise, 
though it gives that nation the most com­ 
manding position of any in the old world 
at this time. 
W hen, as will soon be done, 
feeders to the new road are built into Af­ 
ghanistan and Persia, and northward also 
in several directions, Russia will share the 
Indian trade with England. 
Even if in­ 
clined to refuse it, the latter power lias 
not the poor privilege of saying “ nay.” 
Should she abandon her line out of northern 
India into Afghanistan to defeat that end, 
it would be but a m atter of a few months 
before Russian rail would be laid through­ 
out Afghanistan and term inate only at the 
boundary of Panjab or Kashmir. The 
idea of a line to parallel the Trans­ 
caspian 
route is simply 
out of the 
question. 
If even she is ever inclined to 
establish an all-rail route to India, Eng­ 
land must do it by -sufferance of Persia, 
and forever be at the mercy of half a 
doeen European Powers. 
Russia, on the 
other hand, has now from the Baltic on 
the north to the Caspian on the south, a 
rail line wholly upon her own soil, and 
after a short portage commands another 
thousand miles of rail upon territory under 
her domination that reaches to the very 
foot of the Celestial mountains of western 
Chinese territory. 
And this line by a 
sharp dip comes within striking distance 
of Herat, and but a few hours away from 
the terminus of the English railroad out 
of India. 


AND NOW ILLINOIS. 


The Republican majority continues to 
roll up and greatly increase in Oregon, and 
the victory much exceeds party expecta­ 
tion, ;ut the fight for control had been par­ 
ticularly warm and earnest on the part of 
' 
the Democracy. On the heels of this tri­

which result cannot 
add to the comfort of our Democratic 
friends in St. Louis. 
It is not desirable to 
attachm uch political importance to judicial 
elections—if we eouhl have tilings as we 
think they should be, the judiciary should 
be so chosen as to wholly exclude political 
sentiment. 
But in Illinois party nominees 
for the .Supreme bench were before the 
people, who—assuming all questions as to 
fitness and ability to he even—have selected 
the Republican candidates, and for the

made 
the 
Supreme 
bench of that State Republican, so far as 
the political faith of its members is con­ 
cerned. 
T hat this is and will be claimed 
as indorsement of the party by the people 
cannot, under the circumstances, be denied. 


MB. CLEVELAND NOMINATED. 


The nomination of Mr. Cleveland for 
re-election to the Presidency was forgone, 
and that it has been made with a “whoop’’ 
by the St. Louis Convention, excites no 
special interest.

will be a very different matter.

LOWELL’S MURDER. 
SPRING MEETING. 


LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


THREE SWITCHMEN HELD. 


C o n c lu sio n o f th e E x a m in a tio n in th e 
P o lic e C o u rt. 
The examination of George Matbena, 
James Udell, W illiam Hoey, Jam es Cos­ 
tello and Charles Mnosell, charged with 
destroying railroad property, was concluded 
in the Police Court yesterday, resulting in 
the discharge of Udell and Hoey, and the 
holding of Matbena, Costello and Mansell 
to answer before the Superior Court. Bail 
in each case was fixed at $1,000. 
The first witness to take the stand yes­ 
terday was J. M. Richards, a brakeman in 
the employ of the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany, who testified that on the morning of 
the rioting he saw Mathena and Hoey in a 
saloon about 12:30, but heard nothing from 
them out of the way. 
He denied that he 
had ever told Chief Lee that he heard the 
men say they were going to raise hell. 
After the parties were through drinking, 
witness took Hoey to bed. 
Chief Lee went upon the stand and testi­ 
fied that Richards did make the statement 
to him . 
George Mathena, one of the defendants, 
then took the stand, and stated that he was 
on the bridge abont 12:30 on Monday 
morning. He did not break any windows, 
but a pock-marked fellow called ‘'Brock” 
threw a chair. H e saw Richards in Mc­ 
Laughlin's saloon, but it was before the 
damage was done on the bridge. W itness 
denied that he and his companions had 
come over to .Sacramento after the win­ 
dows were broken. 
He was not in Mc­ 
Laughlin's saloon after the damage was 
done. 
Jam es Udell, one of the defendants, 
swore that he had nothing whatever to do 
with the case; that he was asleep in the 
house at the bridge on the Sacramento 
side. 
Witness contradicted Mathena by 
stating that, after the occurrence, many of 
them came along the streets to McLaugh­ 
lin’s saloon. 
Charles Mansell, another defendant, de­ 
nied all connection with the matter, but 
stated that the crowd went to McLaugh­ 
lin's saloon after the occurrence, and that 
he thought Mathena was among them. He 
said that Collins and "Brock” broke the 
windows. 
Jam es Costello, another of the defend­ 
ants, swore that he had nothing to do with 
the affair. One of the defendants, Hoey, 
had already sworn that Costello was one 
ef the parties connected with the affair. 
C. T. Jones, for the piosecution, stated 
that he aid not believe that Udell was at 
all guilty. H is only offense was that he 
was drunk on duty. He therefore asked 
that the defendant, Udell, be discharged. 
He furthermore stated that he thought that 
Hoey, being a stranger, had probably been 
force. 1 into entering the conspiracy, and he 
asked that he also be discharged. But as 
to M ansell,Costello and Mathena, he asked 
thai they be held to answer. 
W . A. Anderson made an earnest effort 
on behalf of the prisoners, but Judge Buck­ 
ley held three of them to answer as above 
stated.

SOME PROSPECT OF TRACING THE 
MURDERERS. 


T h r fi M en K now n to H ave R a n Off 
H U H orses a t N igh t a n d A fter­ 
w a rd s S old Them in th is City. 


On Sunday last, hearing that the body of 
John Lowell had been discovered buried 
in El Dorado county, a representative of 
the Recokd-Uniom left for the scene of the 
murder. 
H e returned on the following 
day, and all that conld be given the pub­ 
lic and at the same time conserve the in­ 
terests of justice was published in the 
R ecobd-C hion Monday morniDg. On that 
trip the reporter ascertained to his satisfac­ 
tion that the m urder was committed by 
three Germans ; that it was committed on 
the evening of March 25th ; that they were 
residents of Sacram ento; that they m ur­ 
dered him for his horses, and that the 
horses were brought to this city. 
The evidence of W illiam W ubbena at 
the Coroner's inquest was th at he had seen 
three men at the Lowell ranch about two 
weeks before the murder. They were from 
Sacramento and had gone up to look at the 
Lowell ranch ostensibly to buy it. Wub- 
bena did not know the men. was not near 
enough to recognize them, but others did. 
They went up from this city in a light 
spring wagon and their identity is known 
by parties who saw them on the road that 
day. 
THK MURDER. 
On the 25th day of March those same 
three parties went to the Lowell ranch 
while the latter was on his ranch near this 
city. Lowell returned to his El Dorado 
place about sundown, and it is supposed 
that on his arrival be was m et by the trio, 
who told him they had come to close the 
bargain. W hile two of them engaged him 
in conversation it is surmised that the 
third dealt him a blow with a bludgeon. 
That it was done on the evening of his ar­ 
rival home and shortly thereatter, is evi­ 
denced from the fact that his wagon con­ 
taining household articles had not yet been 
unloaded. That those 


THREE MEN WERE THK MURDERERS, 
And that the m urder was committed to 
gain possession of the stock, is evidenced 
by the fact that they were met at 11 o’clock 
on the night of March 25;h just this side 
of the Mormon Island bridge, coming to­ 
ward Sacramento with Lowell’s horses and 
buggy. The men were identified, as was 
also the stock. This testimony was not 
brought out at the Coroner's inquest. They 
arrived in this city at daylight and went 
immediately over on the grant. 
They 
drove the black mare to the buggy, the 
colt following, and stove her hoofs all up. 
W hen the stock was seen on the grant the 
next day it looked as though it had been 
driven all night. 
The day following, a man well-known to 
m any in this city by the name of Harry 
Myers, called on L. Bell & Co., auctioneers, 
and desired the latter to dispose of the 
horses, saving they were his brother's, and 
the latter bad given him authority to sell 
them . Myers at one time was a bar-tender 
at the old W illiam Tell House, and his 
reputation for honesty, truth and veracity 
is below par among those who know him . 
He 
HAD H IS HEAD BANDAGED CD 
In a large woolen comforter and excused 
his hooded appearance by saying he had 
the erysipelas. H is ruddy cheek and clear 
eye was that of a m an in perfect health, 
and it the bandage was worn for anything 
more than a disguise it was likely to cover 
up a wound received from John ’Lowell in 
his death struggle. 
W hen he left the 
horses he said his brother would call for 
tbe money. The auctioneer said, “ No, 
sir, you must come yourself, and sign the 
bills of sale.” Myers did come around, 
and brought with him one of the trio, a 
man named Olsen, who he introduced as 
his brother. The bills of sale were made 
out by the auctioneer and signed by H arry 
Myers. The horses were sold, two head to 
Colonel Jam es McNasser, two to Jacob 
Gebert and one to a xnan who lives just 
ea3t of tbe city. Some of the animals have 
changed hands two or three times since 
they were sold at auction.

Chief of Police Lee is having a lively 
tim e in his efforts to suppress gam bling, 
as both tb e w hite and Chinese gam blers are 
resorting to every possible device in order 
to carry on th eir gam es and escape arrest. 
F o r a week past a faro-gam e has been ru n ­ 
ning on Second street, and tbe officers have 
m ade several attem pts to get into th e room 
and secure the Decessary evidence to con­ 
vict the parties, but w ithout success. 
It 
has been discovered th at a footstep on any 
o f the three low er steps of th e staircase 
leading to the room where th e gam e is 
conducted rings electric bells and gives the 
alarm . 
T be lookout then has tim e to see 
w ho is com ing, and if he finds it is an 
officer the layout is rem oved and w hen the 
door is opened d o evidence of a violation 
of the law can be found. 
The Chinese gamblers are not outdone by 
tbe white men iu their precautions. At 
306 I street they have fitted up a place for 
tbe drawing of a lottery, whicn defies tbe 
assaults of the police. The room in which 
the bnsiness is conducted is on the second 
floor and is reached by a narrow staircase. 
At the top ot the stairs is a heavy door 
made of two-inch plank. After passing 
this door one goes through a dark hallway 
about two and a half feet wide nntil he en­ 
counters another 
two-inch 
plank door, 
which leads into a large room. This room 
is fitted up in splendid style, and has the 
appearance of a large counting-house or 
bank, the counters being surmounted by 
wire screens and having small gates or 
openings at intervals. The lessee of the 
building says that he rented the up-stairs 
room to a Sun Francisco company and is 
not responsible and does not know what 
business is conducted there. TheSan F ran­ 
cisco company has spared no expense in 
fitting up tbe place. 
The Chief’s last move is to place an 
officer at the door of both the white and 
Chinese resorts, with instructions to arrest 
all persons going in. He is also pretty 
well satisfied that a lottery or some kind of 
gambling game is going on at 312 1 street.
